HOW TO KEEP LAYING HENS 

AND TO 

REAR CHICKENS, 



ON KEEPING LAYING HENS 
IN CONFINEMENT. 




E spend millions every year in pur- 
chasing Hens' eggs, and they are in 
such universal demand that one 
would naturally think that all those 
who keep poultry would take care that the Hens 
which they keep should lay as many as possible ; 
but in spite of the number of books which have 
been published on the management of poultry, 
it is quite the exception to find a farm which 
produces anything like the number of eggs it 
might in proportion to the number of Hens kept 
on it; and hundreds of thousands of people who 
do not now keep fowls might do so with great 
advantage. 

Certainly a laying Hen may be looked upon as 
a coining machine, and the eggs which she lays 
as almost so many pennies ; still, if all the food 
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which she requires has to be bought, and if she 
does not lay more than 70 or 80 eggs in a year, 
she will not do much more than pay for her 
keep. 

It is by keeping breeds which, while they eat 
no more than the breeds commonly kept, will 
lay from 150 to 200 eggs each in a year, and 
by feeding them on food that would otherwise 
be wasted, that very considerable profit can be 
made. 

But besides the food which farms supply to 
poultry, which if they did not eat would be 
wasted, every householder in the country who 
has as much as one-eighth of an acre of ground 
attached to his house could with advantage keep 
from four to a dozen Hens to consume the 
inevitable waste which takes place in his kitchen ; 
and to many it is not the money value of the 
eggs which would be thought so much of as the 
great advantage of having always at hand really 
fresh eggs for their own use. 

But Hens are not kept by these householders 
because if they give them their liberty they will 
destroy their own and their neighbours' gardens, 
while if they are confined in small poultry yards 
they invariably become diseased as the ground 
gets tainted. 

If, instead of permanently fencing in a bit of 
ground for poultry, they are kept in a movable 
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house, with a movable wire run attached, they 
will be as healthy and will lay as many eggs as 
if they had their liberty. 

They do no injury, and their manure is very 
valuable. 

A short time ago, in the month of December, 
we put three half-bred Spanish and Black Ham- 
burgh pullets, and one half-bred Langshan and 
Dorking pullet into such a house and run. 

They commenced to lay in January, and up to 
October the i6th, when they began to moult, 
they had laid 647 eggs ; the three cross-bred Ham- 
burghs having averaged 179 eggs each, and the 
cross-bred Dorking having laid no eggs. The 
eggs from the latter were easily distinguished 
from the others, as those from the Langshan 
cross were reddish; and the hen had become 
broody four times. This experiment shows, if 
eggs are required, the advantage of keeping 
Hens of breeds which do not sit. 

The house was 4ft. long and 3ft. broad; 
the roof was of felt with a glass sash 
let into the front, and the floor was of open 
spars of wood, ijin. broad, set 2jin. apart, 
through which all the dirt fell, therefore never 
requiring cleaning. Four handles projected from 
the eaves, and it was quite easily lifted, being 
generally moved every evening. 

It is a better plan, though it gives a little more 
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trouble, to have the floor boarded and sprinkled 
with dry ashes, and to clean the house out every 
morning. * If the manure is put at once in a tub 
of water it can be used as fast as it is dissolved, 
in the form of liquid manure, and it is most 
beneficial to many crops. 

A run 8ft. by 4ft. and 2ft. high, covered with 
2in. wire net, was attached to the house, and of 
course moved with it. 

The Hens were never out of this house and 
run for the whole time, and the house was never 
outside a garden of not quite one quarter of an 
acre. In wet weather it generally stood on the 
grass, and was moved on to the beds after 
potatoes were dug, or whenever a bit of ground 
became vacant, when the Hens enjoyed scratching 
and dusting in the ground as much as if they 
were not confined. 

No Cock was ever kept with these Hens, so 
there was no annoyance from cock-crowing before 
daylight; and with no Cock to answer them, the 
Hens seldom cackled when they laid. Besides, the 
cost of the keep of a Cock was saved. 

It is, of course, because they were constantly 
moved ' on to fresh ground that these Hens 
were so perfectly healthy. It would be no more 
trouble to move a run made twice as large, and 
eight or ten Hens could be kept in the same 
manner. 
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In addition to household scraps, these Hens 
received only a little bran, and in the evenings 
generally a little wheat. They did not cost 
^d. each a week. Care has to be taken that 
Hens in confinement do not become too fat, 
for if they do they cease to lay. No food was 
ever left by them, and they were never fed 
unless they ran eagerly to their food. 

It is also very necessary to provide them with 
plenty of material to form egg shells. Crushed 
bones and crushed oyster shells are very good, 
and so are their own egg shells. It is easy to 
tell which Hens are not laying by their not 
caring to eat egg shells, which the Hens actually 
laying will fight for. It does not teach them to 
eat their eggs. 

It is a curious fact that Hens know that an 
egg with a crack in it will not hatch. Unless 
they learn the habit from a Cock, or from some 
evil-disposed Hen, who should be killed as soon 
as detected, they look upon wilfully breaking an 
egg as child murder, while they will all eat 
cracked eggs. 

Wherever pigs or dogs are not kept, laying 
Hens are evidently the most profitable consumers 
of kitchen refuse. They will pick every bone 
perfectly clean, and meat of some sort is necessary 
for them, if kept in confinement, in order to 
supply the place of insect food. Boiled mangolds, 
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swede turnips, or small potatoes mixed with half 
their weight of bran or malt culms, is the 
cheapest food that can be given them. 

Those pullets in confinement laid a larger number 
of eggs in ten months than any Hens we have kept 
which were not confined. When Hens have their 
liberty they will hunt about in cold winds and 
drizzling rain, and get chilled, and that stops 
their laying. When they have a dry, light shelter 
to retire to, they spend most of their time in it 
in bad weather ; they require a sitting-room, 
as well as a bedroom. A perfect movable house 
should be 4ft. broad, 2ft. high at the eaves, 
and 3ft. 6in. in the centre, and if for eight 
or ten Hens, 6ft. long, and divided down the 
centre by a partition. Two-thirds of the roof 
in front should be glass, which is now very 
cheap. 

In the coldest weather, if the sun shines for a 
short time, the thermometer under glass will rise 
to 6odeg. or jodeg., and the Hens bask in 
the heat with great delight. They will retire 
to the back to roost at night, and this part of 
the house can be kept perfectly airy in summer 
and warm in winter by opening or closing the 
ventilator. The partition which divides the house 
can be made of roofing-felt, and so arranged 
that it can be taken out; it may be removed 
from March to November. 
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Movable hen - houses * are made in many 
patterns. In some, the floors are 2ft. from the 
ground, and the Hens run under the floors in 
the daytime for shelter from cold winds and 
rain, but they cannot enjoy a ray of sunshine 
in these places, and the ground is damp and 
cold to their feet. Hens delight to keep their 
feet dry when not running about, and also 
object as much as we do to spending the day 
in a perfectly dark room. 

As glass is now not more than 3d. per foot, 
every Hen-house should have its skylight, which 
can be covered by a shutter at night, in cold 
weather, if the house has not a movable par- 
tition. 

Fowls are quite as comfortable in covered runs 
2ft. high as in runs enclosed with hurdles 6ft. 
high; the latter are very expensive and take a 
long time to move, while the former can be 
made for 5s. or 6s. each, and are easily moved ; 
a house which will accommodate ten Hens need 
not cost £2. There is no advantage in making 
Hen-houses higher than 2ft. at the eaves and 
3ft. 6in. in the centre. They are heavier to 
move and more expensive if higher, while the 
Hens are much warmer in cold weather in the

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low houses, which can be ventilated to any extent 
desired. There should be a httle door at the 
side to permit of the trough being pushed into 
the house in very bad weather. In very wet, 
stormy evenings fowls will go without their 
supper, or will eat a few hasty mouthfuls, 
sooner than come out and get their feathers wet. 



ON KEEPING LAYING HENS 
IN LARGE NUMBERS* 




T has frequently been suggested that 
it would be profitable to keep a 
great number of Hens for the sake 
of their eggs, and fancy descrip- 
tions of farms on which thousands are kept have 
even been written, but it is a fact that Hens 
never have and never will be kept profitably 
where great numbers are allowed to run together. 
We have had over loo in one large farm- 
yard, and found that quite 50 too many. They 
had to be given nearly all the food they re- 
quired, as what they could pick up was very 
little among them all. They stood crowded 
together in large groups, fouling the ground, and 
disease soon made its appearance. 

If 500 or 1000 laying Hens are ever to be kept 
on one ordinary farm, in health and in perfect 
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laying condition, it will be in houses and runs, 
holding not more than ten Hens each, moved 
every day on to fresh ground. 

The experiment can easily be tried, and at a 
very small cost. 

If during the first year it was found that ten 
pullets would in twelve months average from 150 
to 200 eggs each, and that these could be sold 
at a price leaving a profit, the next year ten 
such lots might be put in ten similar houses, and if 
that proved profitable the houses might be multi- 
plied to any extent; 1000 Hens in 100 houses 
and runs would easily stand in a six-acre field, 
and if each run loft. square was moved into 
five square yards, or about half its size, of fresh 
ground every day, they would be ten days going 
over an acre of ground, or about two months 
going over the whole field. 

By that time the sun and the rain would have 
purified the ground on which they were at first 
placed, and the houses could be moved back on 
to it. The houses are easily moved on a small 
trolley, drawn by a pony or a donkey. 

When they had been three or four times over 
one field, they could be moved to another, and 
the field they had manured would give a heavy 
crop. 

If a corn-field is sown broadcast directly the 
corn is carried with winter rye, rape and mustard, 
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the hen-houses can be stood on the stubble in 
the autumn, and winter and early spring, and 
the Hens will live a good deal on the green 
food and will well manure the field, which will 
then give a good crop of mangold or swedes. 

If half a corn-field is sown with these green 
crops, and poultry or rabbits are folded on them 
in the autumn and winter, and if the other half 
is ploughed up directly after harvest and the 
ground is left to have the ammonia washed out 
of it by the winter rains, the difference in the 
value of the two crops in the following year is 
surprising. 

There is no advantage in keeping poultry on 
long grass. The fields can always be grazed 
down moderately closely in front of them, and 
the animals' manure attracts insects. 

That Hens can be fed at a cost which leaves 
their owners a good profit is proved by the fact 
that foreigners send us such an immense number 
of eggs, which pay the cost of the long journey 
as well as the middlemen's profits, while the 
food on which Hens thrive can be bought no 
cheaper on the Continent than in England. 

It is no doubt because they keep a breed of 
fowls which lay double the number of eggs laid 
by those generally kept by English farmers, 
manage them much better, and keep no old Hens, 
that they are able to do this. 
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A Hen must lay from seventy to eighty eggs to 
repay the cost of her food, according to the price 
eggs fetch, all beyond this number being profit; 
so that Hens which average from 150 to 200 eggs 
each are well worth keeping until they are two 
years old, when they will fetch about 2s. each, 
sufficient to pay for rearing the pullets which 
replace them. 

A Hen in confinement, which gets as much 
grass as she cares to pick, cannot require more 
than i^oz. of wheat or oats and i^oz. of bran 
or malt culms, mixed with about double the same 
weight of boiled potatoes, mangolds, or swedes ; 
and if she is given nearly every day about loz. 
of bullock's lights, or horse flesh, it will much 
more than supply the place of the worms and 
insects she might get if at liberty, while she will 
not get draggled and chilled hunting for them 
in wet and cold weather. 

Cakes of compressed meat are sold now for 
poultry, weighing 6olbs., for 5s. Hens will also 
eat any young lambs or other animals that die 
on a farm. They will also eat greedily dead rats, 
if they are skinned and boiled. 

The more meat they get, the less corn they 
require. 

While wheat fetches 4s. 6d. per bushel, oats 
2s. per bushel, and bran and malt culms 4s. per 
cwt., they need not cost more than ijd. a week, 
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and proportionately, more or less, as the case may 
be, according to the ruling price of grain at the 
time of purchase ; and if most of the food is 
grown on the farm, not so much. 

A ton of mangolds or swedes, boiled, goes a 
very long way in feeding poultry, and from 
twenty-five to thirty tons are easily grown on a 
single acre. 

Hens require more food, and more nourishing 
food, in winter than in summer ; but when laying 
in winter they well repay a little liberality in 
feeding, as eggs are then so dear. A Hen which 
lays six eggs in a week, realizing gd., need 
not be grudged a little extra food. 

The more the food is varied the better, and 
though barley meal and Indian meal are too fat- 
tening to be given habitually, in cold weather 
a little can be given occasionally with ad- 
vantage.

ON HATCHING AND REARING 

CHICKENS IN ABSOLUTE 

CONFINEMENT. 




||HEN chickens fetch as much as one 
shilling per pound live weight, as 
they generally do in London from 
April till July, to turn an egg worth 
one penny into a bird worth three shillings, 
when only twelve weeks old, is a profitable 
business ; but to hatch and rear chickens in 
January, February, or March, is a matter of 
much greater difficulty than later in the year. In 
January and February, if the weather is cold, 
eggs are frequently unfertile, unless care has 
been taken to keep a young cockerel with not 
more than six or eight Hens ; and the majority 
of Hens do not begin to lay until March, or care 
to sit before April or May. 

It is a good plan to keep a few Hens of the 
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Asiatic breeds, Cochins, Brahmas, or Langshans, 
or to save a few cross-bred Brahma-Dorking 
pullets every year. These breeds are all-winter 
layers, and sit early in the season. 

Hens should be set on the ground so that the 
damp may ascend to the eggs, and it is quite 
worth the trouble and slight expense to construct 
proper sitting boxes. These boxes should be 
ift. 3in. deep, i8in. broad, i8in. high in front, and 
I ft. at the back, with the roof hinged on, and a 
sliding door in front ; the bottoms must be 
covered with lin. wire net. A row of five of 
these boxes can stand in front of five covered 
wire runs, as broad as the boxes and each 2ft. 
long. The Hens in these boxes cannot be 
disturbed by other laying Hens ; their eggs are 
safe from rats, and they can easily be fed. 

In the morning the sliding doors are lifted up 
and the Hens come off, or the lid is opened and 
they are gently pushed off into their separate 
little runs to feed, and the doors are shut. After 
from ten to twenty minutes, according to the 
season, the doors are re-opened and each Hen 
walks back into her own nest. 

A large number of Hens sitting at one time 
in rows of these boxes can be let off, fed, 
and allowed to return to their nests in twenty 
minutes by a child; and it is an excellent plan 
for hatching Pheasants. 

B 2 
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If early chickens are to be reared successfully, 
a good coop is indispensable. 

A perfect coop should be 4ft. long, divided in 
the centre by open bars which a Hen cannot 
get through, 22in. high, and 2ft. broad. 

The back part is roofed with boards, and in this 
the Hen is placed. The front is covered with 
a movable glass sash (in hot weather a frame- 
work covered with lin. wire net is better, as the 
coop is more airy). In this part the chickens 
are fed, living in it entirely in bad weather ; and 
as there are movable floors to the coop, they 
are perfectly safe at night from rats, which are 
constantly destroying whole broods. 

Stoats and weasels, which some people think 
ought to be protected, are still more destructive, 
and they will kill poultry in open day. We had 
twenty-six chickens killed by a stoat, when more 
than a month old, after they were let out in 
the morning, and we once shot a weasel in the 
act of killing a young turkey. 

As Chickens awake hungry at daylight, it is a 
very great advantage with these coops that the 
food can be put down after dark, and it is not 
necessary to attend to them before eight o'clock. 

Chickens, even a week old, do immense mis- 
chief in a garden, as they scratch up the seeds 
and nip the young shoots as soon as they appear 
above ground, so that they cannot be allowed 
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their liberty. Four boards, each 3ft. or 4ft. 
long, may, however, be nailed together, and 
covered with lin. wire net, and the little run 
thus formed attached to the coop, with a door 
to admit the Chickens. They will then be 
perfectly content, and if coop and run are 
moved on to fresh ground every day, and the 
Chickens are properly fed, every one may be 
reared even in cold, wet weather. Never having 
had their liberty they do not miss it, and as 
they grow older, larger, higher runs may be added 
to the coops. When they are old enough to 
leave the Hen, from fifteen to twenty will live 
and thrive in a movable run 9ft. by 4ft. 6in., 
one-third of which is covered with roofing-felt, 
the remainder with wire net. The bottom of 
these runs is covered with 2in. wire net, and 
two people lift them with ease into clean ground 
every morning, a trough being put outside, from 
which the Chickens feed, by putting their heads 
through the bars, without dirtying or wasting 
the food. They will live in these large coops 
until they are fit to kill, and always keep fat, 
as they cannot run their flesh off. The sides 
of the coops are ift. high; the bar down 
the centre is 2ft. 6in. from the ground, and 
over this the wire net and the roofing-felt are 
strained. 

The wire net on the bottom prevents the 
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Chickens from getting out if the ground is 
uneven, or when they are moved ; they may 
flutter about a little, but they never get hurt. 
There is a movable floor, which can be slipped 
under the sheltered part of the coop at night, 
or in wet weather. If a Chicken does get out 
by accident, he seems frightened to find himself 
alone in the wide, wide world, and is soon seen 
trying to get in again to his companions. 

One of these large coops can be made for 
about los., and twenty will hold 400 Chickens, 
which can be very easily fed, as each party have 
their separate trough. 

It is a scene of wild confusion when a large 
number of Chickens which are running together 
are fed, and the elder ones always illtreat the 
younger. 

To avoid the trouble of creeping into the 
coop to catch the Chickens, a little run — made 
of three boards, 2ft. long each and ift. high, 
covered with wire net, in which is a trap door 
— is placed against a small sliding door at one 
end ; and when the Chickens are to be caught 

o 

they are easily enticed by food into the run, 
and the sliding door being closed they can then 
be taken out as wanted. 

If the Chickens have a separate house to roost 
in, they can be moved at night, and if the ground 
is level, the bottoms of their runs need not be 
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wired ; but these separate houses and runs cost 
a h'ttle more money. 

We would not undertake to rear Chickens in 
any number early in the year without glass- 
covered runs, which can easily be stood on 
short grass; and this is what young Chickens 
enjoy. They cannot be reared on either boards 
or stone floors, as they will certainly be attacked 
by cramp if kept entirely on them after they 
are ten days or a fortnight old, though they can 
always sleep on dry boards. 

It is a mistake to imagine that Chickens are 
not as comfortable under an artificial mother as 
under a Hen. They are really much more con- 
tented, particularly in cold weather, as they run 
under the mother and warm themselves when- 
ever they like. Hens do not often care to sit 
down on their Chickens in the daytime after 
they are two or three weeks old, and the latter 
stand about crying with the cold if the ther- 
mometer is much below 5odeg. A large party 
we had in a glass-covered run on the lawn, 
close to the windows, were called the "song 
birds," as they were always twittering with 
happiness whenever the sun shone, or when 
they were eating their curry and rice. 

We tried nine different incubators without 
anything like success, until we got Mr. Hearson, 
of Regent Street, to make us one. His regulator 
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kept the water always at the same heat as a Hen's 
blood, and the eggs, on spring nests, were pressed 
against the bottom of the boiler, just as they are 
against a bird's breast in a state of nature. 

Attending to an incubator and rearing Chickens 
is a pretty, interesting, and may be made a 
profitable, amusement for ladies ; and all who 
wish to hatch Chickens early in the year, and 
who do not object to the expense, had better 
procure an incubator and dispense with the 
trouble of sitting Hens. Sometimes two or three 
neighbours unite to buy an incubator, and take 
it in turns to work it, sharing the broods when 
they are hatched. It is infinitely simpler to 
put 200 eggs into an incubator, and at the end 
of three weeks to take out 150 or 170 Chickens, 
than to get fifteen or twenty Hens all to sit at 
once, and to feed and attend to them. The 
Chickens when hatched require the same sort 
of coops as do those reared by Hens, only they 
should be larger. From thirty to forty Chickens 
will live under one artificial mother till they are 
three weeks old ; afterwards, from twenty to 
twenty-five is enough to keep together. 

Last year, of 156 Chickens which we took out 
of the house hatched in an incubator worked with 
Hearson's Regulator, 152 were reared in these 
movable coops, which were purposely kept on 
only one-eighth of an acre. Many were killed 
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for the table before they were twelve weeks old, 
and all before they were fifteen weeks old. 

As long as Chickens fetch is. per lb. it pays 
very well to rear and fatten them, even if all 
their food is bought, but as soon as the May 
hatched Chickens come into the market the price 
falls rapidly to 6d. per lb., live weight. Then, 
unless household scraps are plentiful, they pay 
best when they can have their liberty, and pick 
up a good deal of their living and grow into 
larger fowls. 

Many farmers adopt the sensible plan of send- 
ing all their Chickens on to the stubbles in 
August, September and October, when they cost 
little or nothing, and thrive well. 

Houses which can be taken to pieces and put 
on a cart, and moved from field to field, are very 
easily and cheaply constructed by making the 
ends and sides separately, and fixing them 
together by putting them through two staples 
on each corner post ; while a roof of corrugated 
iron is easily taken off, and kept fixed by a 
movable bar when on. 

Chicken-feeding is now generally understood, 
but fowls kept in confinement absolutely require 
a small quantity of meat every day, or they will 
refuse their other food and pine ; and the more 
the food is varied the better. Ground greaves 
are very good, but bullock's liver and lights are 
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much cheaper. They should be boiled and put 
through a sausage machine, and the gravy mixed 
with the food. Cheap chicken rice is eaten 
very greedily, if sprinkled with a poultry condi- 
ment; it acts like curry powder, and a 6d. 
packet goes a long way. Nothing, however, is 
better than the usual kitchen refuse, which in 
an immense number of families is thrown away. 

For the first three days of their lives Chickens 
should be fed on hard-boiled eggs and bread- 
crumbs, then on boiled rice mixed with barley- 
meal; as they get older bran can be added, for 
it helps to form their bones. Boiled potatoes, 
mixed with meal, is a good and cheap food for 
them once a day; and in the evening, as soon 
as they will eat it, they should be given wheat, 
oats, or small Indian corn. 

Though " gapes " was very prevalent in our 
neighbourhood, we have had no cases as long as 
all the water to which the Chickens had access 
was boiled. 

If all the food a Chicken eats from the day it 
is hatched until it weighs 41b. or 51b. is bought, 
it need not cost more than from 3d. to ^d. per lb. 
if it is a thriving Chicken of a good breed ; and, 
of course, where household scraps and garden 
produce, such as potatoes, &c., are available, it 
need not cost half as much. 

It is clearly in the power of all who have com-

mand of even a very small plot of ground to rear 
a large number of Chickens for their own table, 
or for sale, by using movable coops and runs. 

Young Ducks are even more easily reared on 
the same plan, and, if of a fine large breed, are 
ready for the table when eight weeks old. 

A friend of ours also reared thirty-six Gold 
Pheasants, which were never out of runs, con- 
stantly moved. Pure air is absolutely necessary 
to all young birds. A Jungle Fowl or a Hen 
Pheasant never sleeps with her young in the 
same spot two nights running, and it is quite an 
unnatural state of things for hundreds of young 
birds to live together in crowds. 

Wild Turkeys and Guinea Fowl congregate 
in the autumn and winter, but each hen bird 
rears her brood independently, and they do not 
join the flocks until nearly full grown. These 
large flocks of wild birds are careful constantly 
to shift their ground. From 200 to 300 Guinea 
Fowl congregated on the banks of the Fish River 
every autumn in South Africa, but we never knew 
within ten miles where to look for them. If 
artificial mothers are made to imitate the live 
mothers, they will rear their broods even more 
successfully than the wild birds do ; we can 
easily give them all the food they require, and 
can better protect them against bad weather 
and against their enemies. 



ON THE DIFFERENT BREEDS 
OF FOWLS. 




HE different breeds of Fowls may be 
broadly divided into two classes. 
Those which after laying a certain 
number of eggs become anxious to 
sit and hatch Chickens, and those which never, 
or hardly ever, become broody ; and it is the first 
class which are kept by the majority of our 
farmers. 

The ordinary Barn-door Hen, the Dorkings, 
the Game, the Cochins, Brahmas and Langshans, 
after laying from twelve to perhaps twenty-five 
eggs, all become anxious to sit ; and if allowed 
to do so, and to rear their chickens, are probably 
nine or ten weeks without laying an egg. 

If not allowed to sit, it is generally three 
weeks or a month before they recommence laying; 
and as they probably become broody three or 
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four times in a year, they waste ten or twelve 
weeks of the laying season, during, which time 
a Houdan, a Minorca, a Spanish, or a Ham- 
burgh Hen would have laid from forty to sixty 

eggs. 

If our farmers kept only sufficient Hens of 
breeds which sit to hatch what Chickens they 
wish to rear, and the bulk of their stock were 
non-sitters, they would send one-third more eggs 
to market than they do under the usual system, 
and the non-sitters would cost no more to keep 
than the other breeds. 

On many farms, also, Hens are kept till they 
actually die of old age, though they lay fewer 
eggs each year; and after their second or third 
moult will scarcely lay fifty eggs in a year, 
though eating as much food as would support a 
Hen which would lay three times as many. 

Each year Pullets enough to replace one-half 
of the stock of Hens should be saved from 
Chickens hatched in March. These are nearly 
always killed, as there is a great demand for 
Chickens in the early summer months ; but it pays 
well to keep them, as they generally begin 
laying before Christmas, when eggs are very 
dear. It is only March or April hatched Pullets 
which, generally, lay in October, November and 
December. Pullets hatched earlier will often lay 
in August, and will then moult like old Hens in 
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October, and will not lay again until the Spring, 
when the later hatched Pullets and most Hens 
lay. Eggs are cheaper in March and April than 
in any other months. 

It is no doubt a fact that the breeds that 
lay best do not (with the exception of the 
" Houdans," which are so generally kept in 
France) make such good fowls for the table as 
many other breeds ; but both breeds can be kept, 
and some of the crosses are excellent for both 
purposes. It is very little extra trouble, on most 
farms, when eggs are required for sitting, to 
separate some of the finest Hens of each breed 
and keep them with selected Cocks. 

Where the soil and situation suit them, the 
Houdans are an excellent breed to keep, both 
for laying and for the table, as they have very 
small bones, plump breasts, and beautifully fine 
white skin. They cross well with several of the 
larger breeds, and the prize for dead poultry 
has been taken at many exhibitions by fowls bred 
between Houdans and Plymouth Rocks. The 
Plymouth Rocks are not very good layers, but 
make a good cross for the table with most 
breeds. 

A White Minorca Cock kept with Houdan 
Hens will produce a very pretty breed of white 
fowls, slightly crested, very good for the table, 
and wonderfully good layers. These fowls might 
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be established as a breed, and would probably 
become favourites, being hardier than the pure 
Houdans, and without either their heavy top- 
knots, which get draggled in wet weather, or 
the extravagantly long combs of the Minorcas. 

No breed we have tried seems to reach 
maturity so soon, or to grow their feathers so 
fast, as the Houdans and half-bred Houdans. 
One of their Chickens will have long wings, and 
be nearly covered with feathers, when a Brahma 
or a Cochin of the same age will be covered 
with down. 

As about half each brood are, generally. Cocks, 
it is of great importance, when a large number 
of Pullets are required each year, that the cock 
Chickens should make good table birds; but 
when only a few are required this is not of so 
much consequence, and some eggs of any good 
laying breed can be procured each spring. 

If Cocks are kept with the Hens in confinement, 
the eggs cannot always be depended on to hatch 
well. It is best to select eggs for sitting from 
fowls which have their liberty. We have found 
that the Langshans are the best layers of the 
Asiatic breeds, and also the best table fowls ; 
but, like all these breeds, they frequently wish to 
sit. They are good winter layers, which is an 
advantage. 

We found some cross-bred Houdan Pullets, 
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reared and kept in confinement in the same way, 
were quite content, and began to lay in the 
winter, and a neighbour kept a party of Hens 
in a movable house and run which averaged 
1 20 eggs each in twelve months; but it is the 
liveliest breeds of fowls which are best adapted 
to thrive in these confined runs. The heavy, 
sleepy Brahmas and Dorkings would probably 
get hopelessly fat, while the lively Houdans and 
Hamburghs hunt over the ground for hours, every 
time their run is moved. Ours used to race for 
the worms which we generally have had thrown 
to them when the garden was being dug. 

Those wishing to keep poultry can easily 
experiment with any breed they may fancy; 
and if the foregoing hints and instructions (the 
result of personal experience) are followed, there 
is no reason why the same satisfactory results 
which we have obtained should not be secured 
by others.
